Hie Flight— Poteee Sur­ 


round the Fugitive, But He Man- 


agee to Make Hie Escape— Tragedy 


Result of Domeetic Trouble. 


Des Moines, la., June 30.—Calvin 
Llttlepage, a farmer living near Val­ 
ley Junction, a suburb of Des Moines, 
shot and killed Elmer Jamieson and 
Mrs. Jamieson, parents of his divorced 
wife, whom he forced, with her infant 
babe, to enter a buggy which was 
waiting and flee with him. 
The murderer drove toward Adel in 
a blinding rain and hall storm, but 
was soon pursued by a posse from 
Des Moines._ Farmers along the high­ 
way, with shotguns, joined in the 
chase, attracted by the pitiful screams 
of the woman, who cried out that she, 
too, would be slain by her former 
husband. 
The tragedy Is the result of the re­ 
fusal of Mrs. Llttlepage to live with 
her former husband, she having been 
divorced from him last May. 
Threats 
of murder on the part of Llttlepage 
were often made, according to the 
wife’s story prior to the tragedy. 
At the home of Arz Butler, a half 
mile from Valley Junction, Llttlepage 
stopped and ordered Butler to throw 
up his hands and leave the premises. 
Then Llttlepage entered the house, 
commanding his wife to precede him 
The posse was now close upon him. 
In a few minutes the murderer came 
out of the rear door, urging his wife 
to follow, but she screamed and ran 
out of the front door and into the 
hands of Marshal W. A. Houke of 
Valley Junction and the advance of 
the posse. 
Llttlepage took refuge in a hay barn 
and was surrounded there, but man­ 
aged to escape and is still at large. 
He is heavily armed.

Officials Satisfied That Chinaman Sus­ 


pected of the Murder of Elsie Sigel 


Did Not Send It, Although Message 


Was Signed With Hie Name and 


Was in 
His Handwriting— Where­ 


abouts of Fugitive Still Unknown. 


New York, June 30.—Information 
It at hand which for the first time 
since the discovery of the murder of 
Elsie Sigel eleven days ago definitely 
establishes that Leon Ling must have 
had accomplices and that, though a 
telegram signed with his name and his 
writing was sent from Washington, 
he could not have been there on the 
date on which the message was sent. 
The police have also accounted in de­ 
tail for the movements of the body 
as It was hurried hither and thither 
in panic, after the crime, up to the 
moment of its discovery in the bed­ 
room of Leon Ling. 
But though the detective force has 
a dozen men in neighboring towns of 
New Jersey and Inspector McCafferty 
reiterated his confidence that tho mur­ 
derer will be caught, there is nothing 
known from which it can be inferred 
that his arrest is nearer than it has 
been at any time during the past 
week. 
The facts as to the movement of the 
body in New York now added to the 
details previously unearthed concern­ 
ing the trip to Newark, N. J., came 
out through Arthur Logan, an express­ 
man, who said that at 12:30 p. in. on 
June 9, the day of the murder, a lean, 
light colored Chinaman, agreeing per­ 
fectly with the description of Leon 
Ling, called^ at his offices and told 
him that he wanted a trunk carted 
from the top floor of No. 782 Eighth 
avenue to the address of a Chinese 
laundry which his book entry shows 
as Wah Hee, No. 370 W est One Hun­ 
dred and Twenty-sixth street. 


Leon Was Waiting for Him. 
When Logan entered the Eighth 
avenue house shortly afterwards he 
found Leon Ling waiting for him at 
the top of the fourth flight of stairs. 
he says. 
The door to his room stood 
open, but it was so dark that the 
place looked to the expressman like 
a cave. 
The shades were drawn. In 
fact he did not see the trunk until he 
stumbled on it, but he noticed that 
the door to the adjoining room wa3 
ajar and that four Chinamen who 
wore ques were moving about in ob­ 
scurity. 
This is the door that Chung 
Sin, Leou Ling’s intimate, who is de­ 
tained as a witness, has sworn was 
closed. 
Logan lifted the trunk with the help 
of his regular assistant and, though 
he Is a strong man, found it heavy. 
He noticed that it was stoutly roped. 
It was I o’clock In the afternoon 
• when he left the house and 4 o'clock 
before he got to the Harlem address. 
There he found Wah Kee waiting for 
him.'Tlunk?” said Wah. 
“All light. 
Fifty cents?” 
Fifty cents had been 
the charge agreed on with Leon Ling. 
Wah Kee knew of it in advance, so 
the expressman thinks, and his views 
are shared by the police. 
There was 
no 
hesitancy 
about 
accepting 
the 
trunk. 
Nearly eight hours later Leon Ling 
hired a taxicab for $12, had the trunk 
lashed to the front seat and went in 
the vehicle to Newark. 
Arriving at 
No. 04 Market street, a restaurant, at 
2 a. rn. on June 10, Ll Sing, the pro­ 
prietor, assisted the taxicab driver to 
carry the trunk to a rear room. 
The foregoing facts accounting for 
how the body got to Newark, came 
out for the first time through the taxi­ 
cab driver himself, Martin Luria. His 
narrative dovetails with the testimony 
of James Halstead, a Newark cab­ 
man, who took the body and Leon 
Ling back to the Eighth avenue room 
on the afternoon of the same day, 
where the body stayed until found by 
the police. 
Leon Ling vanished in 
the meantime.

Agricultural Department Makee G rati­ 
fying Teets W ith Watarmelon Seeds 
8ent 
by 
Former 
Minister 
H. 
G. 
Knowles— Meat Yallow and Red— De­ 
licious In Flavor. 


In its efforts to Introduce into the 
United States the hest grain, vegeta­ 
bles and fruits of foreign countries the 
agricultural department has never been 
more interested 
in its experiments 
along that line than it now is in a 
new watermelon. 
This particular variety of melon was 
found by Horace G. Knowles, late 
American minister to Uouinania, grow­ 
ing in the foothills of the Carpathian 
mountains in Itoumnnia. 
The melons 
have a very thin skin, and the meat. 
which is less fibrous than our native 
melons, in color is both yellow aud 
red, and the flavor is exceedingly de­ 
licious. Besides its matchless flavor, ii 
lins another distinctive feature in its 
size, which Is about that of a grape­ 
fruit. 
It occurred to Minister Knowles that 
n watermelon of that size—just enough 
for one person—would find great favor 
In the United States. 
It seemed to 
him that it would be just the thing 
to serve in hotels, restaurants, clubs 
and on dining cars. 
They could be 
kept on ice, and a whole melon could 
be served as one portion. 
Seeing the possible demand for such 
a melon in tile United States, Minister 
Knowles obtained a large quantity of 
the seed and sent them through the 
state department to the department of 
agriculture. 
Under the 
supervision 
of 
David 
Fairchild of the bureau of plant Intro­ 
duction of the agricultural department, 
who has achieved a wide reputation 
for the discovery and successful intro­ 
duction in the United States of many 
valuable foreign fruits and vegetables, 
the melon seed were distributed last 
year to a number of experimental sta­ 
tions. 
The reports on the result of the ex­ 
periments were most satisfactory and 
proved that the melons can be grown 
successfully in nearly every section of 
the United States. 
A report from 
M assachusetts states that the melons 
have a most delicious flavor and pre­ 
sent the flattering “difficulty of find­ 
ing any one person who will be satis­ 
fied with only one of the melons.” The 
department, through Mr. Fairchild, is 
planning to grow a large quantity of 
the melons this year, and. their merit 
being known to the managers of large 
hotels in Philadelphia and New York, 
the entire crop this year has been 
bought for those hostelries, the price 
agreed on being three times that of 
the prevailing price of the native 
melons. 
M inister Knowles has suggested to 
the agricultural departm ent that the 
new melon be named Princess Marie, 
in honor of the beautiful crown prin­ 
cess of Roumania, whose guest he was 
when he found the melons. 
As it is 
not improbable that this dainty, de­ 
licious melon may soon become as 
popular as the Rocky Ford cantaloupe, 
the tribute of our representative in the 
selection of that name will be appre­ 
ciated both by the beautiful princess 
and the country in which she is so 
much admired. 
It is said that the successful cultiva­ 
tion in the United States of this melon 
is assured, and experts say that it will 
be worth millions of dollars to our 
country. The agricultural department 
has already expressed its appreciation 
to Minister Knowles for his thought­ 
fulness and invaluable donation to the 
fruitage of the United States.—Wash­ 
ington Post.

Northern Pacific Machinist Lost 


His Life While Bathing 


Last Evening 


BODY WAS RECOVERED TODAY 


CANVASS IS PROGRESSING 


Remains Will Probably bo Sent 


to Mankato, Minn., Where 


Mother Lives 
Herman Hub, a machinist employed 
at the Northern Pacific shops in this 
•city was drowned Tuesday 
evening, 
shortly before 9 o’clock, while bathing 
in the Mississippi river about a quarter 
of a mile below the Northern Pacific 
railway bridge. Mr. Hub, with sever­ 
al friends went to the river for a bath 
and he undressed and walked out into 
the water where it grew deep rapidly. 
He gave one cry, sank out of sight and 
never rose again. He was a fine swim­ 
mer, it is said, and as the day had been 
one of the hottest of the season it is 
thought that he was taken either with 
a cramp or heart failure and died with­ 
out a struggle. The alarm was brought 
to the city and although the search was 
kept up most of the night and contin- j 
ued throughout the morning, 
until; 
just before noon when the body was ; 
found near where he sank. 
The deceased was a single man and . 
had worked in the city about two years ' 
and a half, making his home at the j 
National hotel. His parents are said to 
reside in Mankato, Minn., and have 
been notified of the tragedy. 
He leaves a mother, two sisters and 
a brother, the latter being an inmate 
of the St. Peters insane asylum. 
He 
had over $1100 in his clothes left on the 
bank, including nine Northern Pacific 
monthly pay checks, which had not 
been cashed. It is thought probable 
that the remains will be sent to his 
people, but nothing has been heard 
from them as yet.

Was Scope of Examination and 


Engineer Expresses Faith 


in Improvement 
E. J. Dugan, United States En­ 
gineer in charge of the government 
water reservoir system in the upper 
Mississippi valley, left for the city to­ 
day after a four days examination of 
the river from Grand Rapids to Little 
Falls. 
He stated today that he found 
the river from Grand Rapids to Aitkin 
in fairly good shape. 
From Brainerd 
to Aitkin it is in fairly good shape and 
navigable except for the Deerwood 
bridge, which is too low to let the large 
boats used on the upper river pass un­ 
der except at the very lowest stage of 
water. 
From Deerwood to Little Falls the 
river is a succession of wide shoal 
stretches with gravel bars which make 
it impossible for boats drawing more 
than 18 inches to go down. The only 
thing which makes the navigation pos­ 
sible is that the logs have formed bars 
and restricted the water to a narrower 
channel with a minimum depth of 18 
inches. 
It is very probable, he states that a 
sufficient argument can be presented 
to the war department so that it will, as 
soon as money is appropriated by con­ 
gress for the purpose, clear the river 
of snags and the banks of trees now in 
or liable to fall in through the washing 
away of the banks in the next ten 
years. 
Something, 
however, 
might 
occur which would delay the commence­ 
ment of the work for a few years. The 
matter will now be up to the board of 
engineers, sitting in Washington. This 
board acts in an advisory capacity to 
congress on matters of engineering in 
the rivers and harbors, and congress 
usually abides by their advice. 
The examination was made from 
Aitkin to Little Falls in a gasolene 
launch owned by Arther Brown.

Brown’s skill as a navigator and says 
he took the boat through dangerous 
places with great skill.

Fine Beach and Lake Front Com­ 


bine to Make it an Ideal 


Pleasure Ground 
It is probable that not twenty per­ 
sons in Brainerd realize the value of 
the gift of a park on Rice Lake which 
Hon. Leon E. Lum has presented to 
the city. 
Many have the idea that 
because it is on Rice Lake it is simDly 
a piece of swampy shore line. 
Far i 
from it. It is one of the handsomest 
8pots in Crow Wing county, and when 
that has been said it is sufficient to 
give the people an idea of the beauty 
of the spot. 
Through the courtesy of S. R. Adair 
and Jens Molstad, of the city park board 
several of the newspaper men of the 
city were driven out to the Park Tues­ 
day evening. They were one and all 
struck with 
surprise 
and 
almost 
amazement that so lovely a spot had 
lain so close to Brainerd so long un­ 
noticed. The piece of land donated by 
Mr Lum comprises about 18 acres and 
lies along the southeast side of Rice 
lake and is covered with one of the 
most beautiful 
groves it 
was the 
writer's lot to ever see. There one 
finds 
picturesque clumps of 
white 
birch, sturdy oaks, graceful elms and 
whispering aspens, with here and there 
a white or Norway pine and hemlock. 
The contour of the lake shore is per­ 
fect for the purposes of a park, a point 
of land giving a site for a dock which 
will leave an almost land locked basin 
for an anchorage for situ ll boats. The 
land lies well up above a handsome 
sandy beach, and is picturesquely roll­ 
ing. 
For a picnic ground and pleasure 
park it is not in natural advantages be­ 
hind any in any city in Minnesota. At 
the upper end of the lake a beautiful 
little creek meanders through the forest 
to the lake and Mr. Lum has suggested 
that this land be cleared of underbrush 
as an ideal place where women can go 
with children and let them play in the 
creek to their hearts’ content without 
the slightest possible danger of ac­ 
cident. 
Too much credit cannot be given 
to Mr. Lum for his generosity in pre­ 
senting the city with this large beauti­ 
ful pleasure ground. The more credit 
is due him in that he had arranged to 
plat the land and sell it for resort lots 
when he learned that the city was de 
sirous of having a park on Rice lake 
and promptly donated this beautiful 
spot, which is worth several thousand 
dollars now, and will be worth infiinite- 
ly more as the picturesque spots of 
Central Minnesota’become better known 
throughout the country. 
Though all credit is due Mr. Lum for 
his generosity, it is but fair to say that 
it was the fertile brain of S. R. Adair 
who first saw the adapability of the 
place for a city park and who suggest­ 
ed the matter to Mr. Lum, who im­ 
mediately approved of the suggestion 
and entered heartily into the matter. 
Mr. Lum has assured the park board 
that as soon as they are able to boule­ 
vard that side of the road along the 
front of the park he will do the same 
with the other side, which lies along 
land owned by him. 
The Mississippi River Launch Club, 
which has sixteen boats which have 
their headquarters in Rice lake, has 
already constructed a temporary dock 
for use on the Fourth of July, and will 
give excursions around the lake and up 
to French Rapids on the day of the 
celebration. 
The Park Board has done much good 
work in clearing the park of under 
brush, etc., and getting it ready for 
use. It will be in fine shape by the 
time of the celebration there Monday 
and every citizen in Brainerd should 
make it a point to visit the new park 
on that day and see for themselves the 
beauty of the spot Mr. Lum has so gen­ 
erously given to Brainerd as a perpet­ 
ual play ground.

Iowa Statesman Well Able to Take 
Caro of Himself In Rough and Turn* 
blo 
Debates— Senator Aldrich 
and 
His Imitator, Smoot— La Follette For 
High Tragedy. 


There ore as many styles of oratory 
In the United States senate as there 
are senators who declaim In that body, 
and all styles have been displayed in 
this tariff debate. 
Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island 
himself bas made one "set” speech 
since the tariff discussion began, but 
it did not savor of the oratorical. He 
is too full of facts and figures, too in­ 
tent on the “short cu t/' to give vent to 
a rounded sentence which has been 
burnished so as to be worthy of preser­ 
vation as an oratorical gem. 
Aside 
from his language, Senator Aldrich has 
a peculiar style, equally his own, of 
getting rid of what he has to say. He 
has so grown into the habit of knitting 
his brows that one of bls friends who 
sat in the senate gallery the other day 
remarked, “Aldrich is rapidly losing 
his good looks.” This faculty of frown­ 
ing, combined with what Representative 
Bennet of New York has caused to be 
known in Washington as “Albany tac­ 
tics” of debate, is among the main 
characteristics of Senator Aldrich's 
style. 
“Albany tactics,” translated, 
means, “Never say anything you can’t 
take back or deny.” Senator Aldrich 
Is hard to tie down. 
When somebody else is speaking and 
says something with which the sen­ 
ator is in hearty accord he will nod 
his head vigorously. On the other 
hand, if he does not agree with the re­ 
marks of the speaker he will wag his 
head sideways, which is the signal for 
all the Aldrich camp to go into action. 
One of the really funny things of the 
tariff session is the effort of Senator 
Smoot of Utah to copy all of Senator 
Aldrich’s mannerisms. 
Ile will lose I 
his temper in debate and be as over- j 
bearing as Senator Aldrich lf opportu- j 
nity offers, and he will wag his head in I 
unison with Senator Aldrich, always i 
taking care, however, to see first which j 
way Aldrich is wagging. 
For high tragedy the senate looks I 
unanimously to Senator La Follette of j 
Wisconsin. In the course of his long ! 
speeches be will touch every chord of j 


in dramatic delivery is Senator Cum­ 
mins of Iowa. The Iowan is not as 
strenuous in his delivery, but he has a 
halting method of speaking his words, 
usually stopping them in the middle, 
which, coupled with a high pitched 
tense voice and a certain grace of ges­ 
ture, also robs him of some effective­ 
ness in public speaking. Furthermore, 
the Iowan is not quite as thorough on 
facts and figures as Senator La Fol­ 
lette, but is as good as any when it 
comes to stating offhand the funda­ 
mental principles of tariff revision. As 
he becomes more and more at home in 
the senate he improves. 
As a basis for a display of oratory 
Senator Beveridge of Indiana, who is 
noted for this accomplishment, has 
been lost in the tariff debate. He has 
taken the subject as a plain, m atter 
of fact business proposition and re­ 
frained from displaying his powers of 
language. 
Instead, the senator has 
taken a new angle. After somebody 
else has let go of a high flown para­ 
graph he will rise in his seat, reduce 
the proposition to plain English and 
remark, “That is my understanding 
of it.” 
The senator who has progressed far­ 
thest along the lines of real oratorical 
and debating ability is Senator Dolllver 
of Iowa. He has shown himself well 
able to take care of himself in a rough 
and tumble debate. He is a master of 
invective, with an explosive delivery 
that sounds like an exhaust pipe em­ 
phasizing every revolution of a driving 
wheel. Not only has he a deal of in­ 
formation on tap at all times, but he 
bas an unfailing wit and knowledge 
of the men with whom he is dealing. 
lie knows their weak points and when 
cornered can usually wiggle out by a 
deftly turned bit of sarcasm, accom­ 
panied with a smile and a nodding of 
the head that reminds one of a big 
I Newfoundland dog that has just scared 
] a poodle Into nervous prostration by 
I barking at birn. 
Senator Gore, the blind senator from 
Oklahoma, has a style of oratory all 
his owu. He usually starts with his 
right hand on his left hip, under his 
coattail, aud he will alternate from 
J right to left of him about twice a min­ 
ute, thus bringing his full face into 
the range of everybody in the senate 
chamber frequently. 
Sometimes he 
will 
alternate this 
mannerism 
by 
grasping his desk with his right hand, 
but he never fails to place his left 
hand on his left "pistol pocket.” His 
voice is shrill and ringing, and he has 
yet to l)e admonished for not speaking

ALDRICH MAKES 
ANNOUNCEMENT 


States His Attitude Toward the 
Tax on Corporations. 


TO DEFEAT AN INCOME TAX 


Rhode Island Senator Declares That 


He Looks Upon the Proposed Cor­ 


poration Tax Measure at the Most 


Effective 
Method— Also 
Predicts 


That There W ill Be a Deficit in the 


Treasury. 


Washington, June 
30.—With 
the 
tariff schedules disposed of and the 
door locked against the present In­ 
trusion of amendments upon them, 
the senate finally entered upon the 
consideration of the income and cor­ 
poration tax questions as connected 
with the tariff bill. 
While the senate was more than 
four hours in formally coming to the 
question of taxation of Incomes, the 
subject received more or less indi­ 
vidual attention while the tea pro­ 
vision was under consideration and It 
was during that stage of the proceed­ 
ings that the most interesting occur­ 
rence of the day took place. This 
was the announcement of the real a t­ 
titude of Chairman Aldrich of the 
finance committee toward the corpora­ 
tion tax provision, which he had In­ 
troduced at the Instance of the presi­ 
dent. 
It had for some tim e been whis­ 
pered around the senate corridors that 
the Rhode Island senator had become 
an advocate of a tax on the earnings 
of corporations as the most effective 
means of defeating a general income 
tax amendment to the pending bill. 
Mr. Aldrich stated his own position, 
which was in accordance with the ru­ 
mors. 
He spoke is response to a 
question from Senator Clay and in so 
many words confessed his advocacy 
of the corporation tax as a means of 
defeating the income tax. 
He added 
another reason, which was that he 
thought for the next year or two 
there would be a deficit in the treas­ 
ury receipts, which he was willing to 
have made good by the Income that 
would result from the proposed cor­ 
poration tax. 
With this service per­ 
formed he thought the law could and 
would be materially modified if not 
entirely repealed. 
This frank declaration was seized 
upon by the Democrats as a confes­ 
sion that the corporation tax is a 
mere subterfuge to destroy the in­ 
come tax, and they were not slow in 
“playing up” the development. 
Mr. 
Aldrich denied, however, that he had 
intended to characterize the corpora­ 
tion tax as a subterfuge, and defend­ 
ed it as a legitimate means of rais­ 
ing revenue.

American Institute of Criminal Law 
and Criminology Formed In Chicago. 
Many Changes In Methods of Deal­ 
ing With Social Offenders Mapped 
Out— Crime Journal Proposed. 


The 
entire subject 
of 
American 
criminal jurisprudence and the treat­ 
ment of criminals Is to come under 
the close study of experts in the next 
year in a way never before attempted 
in the United States as a result of 
the national conference on criminal 
law and criminology which recently 
ended its sessions in Chicago. 
W ith 
the unanimously 
expressed 
opiuion that there are defects almost 
too numerous to catalogue in the crim­ 
inal law and in the handling of crim­ 
inals in the United States today the 
experts who were gathered at the 
Conference 
decided 
to 
investigate 
through 
subcommittees 
the 
topics 
which were under discussion for two 
days. 
The conference also formed itself 
into a permanent organization. 
The 
name of the body is the American In­ 
stitute of Criminal Law and Crim­ 
inology. It will hold meetings annual­ 
ly hereafter, which will be attended, 
it is hoped, by Jurists, lawyers, doc­ 
tors, alienists, clergymen, criminolo­ 
gists, prison officials and many others 
interested in all that pertains to the 
criminal problem of America. 
The 
entire subject 
of 
American 
criminology is to be brought under 
the microscope of experts in the ex- 
{ pectation that great benefits will re­ 
sult to the public at large. The most 
advanced nations of Europe, it was 
declared at the conference, are far in 
advance of the United States in the 
handling of criminals and in the ad­ 
m inistration of criminal law, and it Is 
the avowed intention of the new or­ 
ganization to place the United States 
on a par with the other first class 
powers of the world in m atters relat­ 
ing to criminology. 
Over his own objection Dean John 
H. Wlgmore of the Northwestern Uni­ 
versity Law school was elected the 
first president of the institute. 
The three sections of the conference 
reported to the entire assemblage in 
the afternoon. 
Their reports covered 
in general terms the whole realm of 
criminal law and criminology, show­ 
ing th at In the opinion of those mak­ 
ing up the reports there are scores of 
defects lo these matters in the United 
States today. 
Out of the great mass of recom­ 
mendations submitted to it the confer­ 
ence selected the following subjects 
as those which are to be studied dur- 


j tng the next year by subcommittees, 
which will report back to the newly 
formed institute at its next annual 
meeting: 
The complex factors combining to en­ 
courage and establish the persistent of­ 
fender, particularly with reference to he­ 
reditary taint and disability. 
The influence attaching to the traffic in 
drugs and intoxicants as a widespread ex­ 
citant to instability, in turn provocative 
of crime. 
An effective system for recording the 
physical and moral status and the hered- 
[ itary and environmental conditions of de- 
| linquency.

The evils of imprisonment, particularly 
those due to the indiscriminate mingling 
in jails and other institutions of persons 
of different ages and of varying degrees 
of delinquency.

The subcommittees, in whose hands 
the work of considering these subjects 
bas been left, will consider the ques­ 
tions in detail and will make compre­ 
hensive reports next year.

It Is the intention of the institute to 
establish a Journal of criminology, 
after the fashion of European insti­ 
tutes of the same character, while the 
institute also will gather statistics on 
American criminals and criminology. 
It was stated during the conference 
that the United States is far behind the 
European nations in statistics of thlr 
diameter.—Chicago Record Herald.
